Tue New Times will then admit, that there must be some- 
thing very rotten which calls for such superior advocacy for the 
atate. Dieposed as our contemporary is to exaggeration, we 
cannot wet discover that there is much whichis faalty in the in- 
tentions that he ascribes to the popolar party. Arcording to 
whose views, he says, “ the composition and character of the Honse

A change for the better in 
this quarter would certainly also effect seme alteration in the 
composition and Character of Government, which will nat he 
esteemed agreatcalamity, exeent by those whose salaries suffer 
by it, We will not talk of sweeping alterations in the Charch, 
bat wish to see poor Curates better paid, and those Leviathans 
of wealth, the Bishons, somewhat worse. It is nossible, also, 
that with the sordid temptation of lucre, the Charch may lose 
some of its most anworthy members, and its Constitution be thos 
purified, That many of oar laws are bloody, some stapid, 
and others framed so clumsily ae happily to be totally inopo- 
rative, ia andeniable, It is desirable that they should be blotted 
out of the Code, and renlaced by others of a “ diametrically 
opposite character.” Hlamanity will rejoice at this change; the 
hangman alone way shed the tear of regret for the loss of his 
perquisites No enlichtened mao will other than hail with sa- 
tisfaction our “ Fo eiga policy being altogether reversed,” even 
though that which may be sabstituted for it, may not display so 
much love for the ancient ahuses of Europe, #0 mach reverence 
for the antiquated thrones ef despotism ; and may not sacrifice 
the commercial interests of this great kingdom to stars, grand 
crosees, and orders, those solid acquisitions which the nation 
has obtained for some weak, vain persons, at the cost of years 
of war, of waste of blood, and treasure, 


It is evident, and littl flattering to the momory of Lord 
Londonderry, that his death has made al! tho friends of corruption 
quake for theirsyatem. How far their foars are grounded, wo 
shall not pretend to say.—Bat their dependence, to be rational, 
must be placed an gold noteloguence. Uf the spring of iofu- 
ence flow free, the engine will work a« fomerly, and they will 
dash away pleasantly and smoothly on the road to rain; if other. 
wise, Mr, Canning’s gibes and jeers willbe as mach outof place, 
and aa ill relished as a coontey dance at a funeral; he will have

Tt bad been arranged that bis Rowal Highness should arrive, as near 
as possible, at twelve o'clock, atthe bridge ; and, bad it mot been for 
the ebullition of pabiic feeling at Gateshead, tis Roval Highuess would, 
with his accastomed panctaaiitv, have been at the bridge preciseiy at 
that hour; bet at Gateshead the people took the horses from the carri- 
age. and insisted anon drawing his Royal Highurss, who was aesompa- 
nied by Laiy Lenisa Lambton, Mr. Laihbton, and Me.

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Words failed «um; indeed, it was imnossible to convey the respect he 
felt ; he chonld therefore give “ The Health of hie Royal Highness the 
Dake of Sussex” (loud applause), amidst which his Royal Highness rose, 
aud as soon as silence could be obtained. 


His ROVAL HIGHNESS said, it was with peeniiar emotions he 
rose to return his warmest thanks for the kind manner in which the 
company had received the mention of his name and had drank bis health, 
He also felt deeply indebted to his friend the Chairman, for the pecniiar 
manner in which he had connected his name with the Honse of Brons-. 
wick. With that House this country bad a peculiar compact—a com 
pact for the maintenagce of civil and religions liberty—and apon the 
foundation of this compact he had taid dewn a role for the gnidance of 
bis life, and which he begged to assure the company was congenial 
toall the Royal Pamily. Ina company like the present, it was 
only prover @@ go & certain length in expressing his opinion

cheers). Proud he was of being of that family called the House 
of Bronewick, becanse from the choice of this country that fa- 
mily held ite title to the Crown (cheers); he therefore was not on- 
like to be loyal. He liked the princivie that the King can do ne 
wrong; he respected and liked the Aris«trocracy, as a link of the 
chain between the Sovereign and the people; tat he dicliked an Oligar- 
chy (loud applause). He was fond of the people; but he was not repabli- 
ean. He had «aid this much, becance he thought when they elected a 
freeman of Newcastle, they shonld know something of bis principles. 
He assored them no one canid feel the compliment more warmly, and 
no one's feelings were more alive to the respect of the peoole of his town 
and of the country at large. Shades of opinion there might be, but it 
was far all to do jasfice. and justice he wonld do, After this blant ad- 
Gress, he would give “ The President of the Literary and Philosophical 
Bociety, and Prosperity to the bailding whoee foundation ttone was 
Paid this day.” His Royal Highness sat down amidst lond buzzas and 
cheering. 


Mr. C. W. RIGG, in the name of the President (Sir John Swin 
borne), returned thonks, aod observed, that he bad the pleasure of kaow.

of liberal opinions, and briefly allnded to the progress ithad made, and 
the valuable library it now posseceed (we anderstand near 10,000 vo-

Sir C. MONCK then rose. He trad no doubt but the company

PROPOSAL FOR A CENTRAL SCHOOL. 


When the idea of attempting to educate the Native Females of this 
country was first suggested, it ap eared te be av wmilertaking so vast in 
its object; and so-hopeless in ite matare, that many of the most zealous 
promoters of institutiens for the i of lodia hesitated as to 
the expediency of the measure. ies presented themeeives oa 
every side, such as seemed to preclude all rational expectation of success ; 
the labour too appeared to be interminable; and it whs even feared 
that the effort to taise contributions for se apparently desperate a cause, 
weight not have a favourable influence on Missionary exertions in general. 
On the arrival, however, of a suitable person from Bogland, who had 
conséerated Werself to this specific object, the plaw was proposed, and 1 
commencement ettually made, inthe face of all discowragements. A 
fali year has now elapsed since the Caloutta Commirtee of the Church 
Missionary Society resolved on supporting Miss Cooke in her endeavours 
te introduce the blessings of education amongst the Native Females of 
Bengal. 

The Committee announce, with anfeigned thankfalness to God, that 
emuch success than could have been anticipated has hitherto 
attended the undertaking. The sumber of female schools already 
established is A/teen ; and eleven school houses heve been actually erceted. 
In afl these schools, for some time after their establishment, the atrenti- 
on is exciasively nm to reading and writing, buf as toon asa class bas 
been formed. can read lessous in the Beogalee book of fables, in- 
straction in needle-work is held ont to the girls as areward, with a pre- 
mise that they shail receive the usual remuueration fer the work done, 


As the fruits of indostry began to be enjoyed, the desire of learning 
to work became greater, so thatin six schools where some proficiency 
has been made, about 80 dozen of dasters have been hemmed, and sume 
have become capable of executing finer work. Ia a few of the schools 
knitting bas been also iatrodeced, Many applications have been made 
by women sanconnected with the schools for permission to attead, in 
order to learn needic- work, but mo female is taught to work, antil she 
has made some progress iu reading and writing. 


Upwards of 300 female children are now onder @ course of instruc - 
tion. As the srhouls increase, the want of teachers is natarolly felt, and 
in this respect the schooids begin te be prodactive. At first only. one 
wemee oonid hea found

soachers. 


The Committee have indeed every encouragement to proceed. 
Whiist therefore they acknowledge with great thankfulness the Jibera- 
lity by which they have been evavied to enter upon this arduous career, 
they feel assured that ibe disposition to give sepport to the cause, wiil 
gather strength from its enceess. Under this impression they wowid 
most respectfully and earvestiy solicit the coutrivuuous of the Comma. 
nity in further prosecution of \bew piaus. 


The time is arrived when « Central School is urgently wented. 
Hitherto Miss Cooke's initiatory labours have been carried ou amongst 
detached schools, seme of them separated from each other by consider. 
able distances, in the superiatendence of which she has been indefatiga- 
ble, visiting as many as ber time and strength would admit, every day. 
As ber schools increased, the labour of efficient teaching became pro 
pertionably greater. It is now become importaette provide for the 
yoore easy and effectesl management of ber enlarged numbers. With 
tas view, it is propowed to erect a school in some central spot, to be 
calied the ** Central School for Native Femail Edacation.” At present 
Miss Cooke ‘has to repeat often the same lessons to « few at once, 
whereas in a schovulcentrally situated, the first classes aight assemble 
from ail the schools alter their morning lessons, sad receive together 
the iustrection gow given in detached parties. The saving of lavour 
weoald thas ve considerable, and the improvement ofthe children would 
also be mach more rapid. Toe advantages of sack « seliool are indeed 
too obviogs to need specification. 


The Committee therefore solicit the attention of their friends and 
the pablic to this poist, and hope to be enabled to add the importeut 
measure of s contra) establishment, ip aid of the sehools siready +o aus: 
picioasly commenced. The benefits that must be conferred ow Native 
Society by the improvement of the female character will be felt by all 
Aad vow tcat the Gret difficulties have been removed, and Poviirnce 
bas ao clearly opeaed the way for atiempung this denrable object, the 
woried motives of Bamagity, policy, sad Cirisuan benevolcace urge os 
to go forward.

Burman Empire.—Oar readers will remember that a few days ago, 
we stated that an Embasty had sailed from His Burman Majesty to the 
King of Cochin China. By one of the lete arrivals, we have since learn. 
ed the fallowing particulars; —The person at the head of the Embassy is 
a Mr. Gibson, the son of an Enelishiman by a Malay mother, who was 
bora in the Barmeo terfitery, and has always resided there, Me is mot 
considered to be at all friendly to Raglish commerce, and has repeatedly 
thrown ebstacies in ite way. He is a great favorite of the King, aod has 
nalesp-tnepaqpaiea et i. sinstions of trast and profit. He proceeds to 
Cochia ay formerly belonging to (his port, which was per. 
chased by His Barmen Majesty. and is vow honoured with the title of « 
frigate, The object of thie Mission, it isaaid, is to concert measures with 
the Coehi@ Chinese Government for a simaltaneous attack on beth of the 
Siamese frontiers. Of the success of this scheme from what we have 
heard of the Cochin Chioese Government there dors not appear to as 
te be the slightest chance, for suclnis its extreme jealousy that it is not 
at all likely to enter into any engagements withanative power, which 
could by any possibility have the effect of interfering with the arrange. 
ments of its interoal or entérnal policy, A demi- official Mission was sent 
from Sai-gan bu the year 1681, the members of which were stil! in the 
Barman empire when the last news came from thence. In addition te 
these circamstances we have heard that the King bas removed frou: Um. 
merapoors, the present capital to Ava, the old one which he has some 
intentions of rebuilding. Some American Missionaries have settied 
themselves in the kingdom, have been permitted to preach to the King 
once or twice, and invited to do the same agaie.

gretted, that (hott presons who were gone at the time to the Juagle 
bestnag, and whe bad maskets with (hem, did not oot pay any attention 
to the onfortanate sitastion of the men. The Shepherd by sarriicing 
his owe life, prevented « female-marder taking place. HMowever, ai. 
thoagh « Shepherd, be has behaved like a wise man; and there is no 
donbt that he bas attained a better etete of future ile.—Sunachar Chand
